The Proclamation’ 


At 6 oy dpe evening the following 
proclamation was issued: : 


Executive Mansion, Washington, D. C., 
June 30, 1893.—Whereas, The distrust and ap- 
prehension concerning the financial situa- 
pervades all business circles 
have already caused great loss and 
damage to our merchants and threaten 
disaster, stop the wheels of manufact- 
ure, bring distress and privation to our 
farmers * and withhold _from our. working- 
men the wage of labor, and, 

Wherens, The present perilous condition 
is . la the result of a financial policy 
which the executive branch of the govern- 
ment finds embodied in unwise laws 
which must be executed until repealed 
by congress; : 
Now, therefore, I, Grover Cleveland, pres- 
ident of the United States, in performance 
of a. constitutional duty, do by this 
proclamation, declare that an _  extraordi- 
nary occasion. requires the convening of 
both houses of the congress at the cap- 
itol, in the city of Washington, on the 
SEVENTH DAY OF AUGUST next, at noon, 
that the people may be relleved through 
legislation of the present impending dan- 
ger and distress. All those entitled to act 
as members of ¢he fifty-third congress are 
required to take notice of this proclama- 
tion and attend at the time and place 
above stated.

: Some Lucky Guessers, 

There seoms every reason to believe that 
all the speculations as to the time of the 
meeting of congress indulged in prior to 1 
o'clock this afternoon were guess work pure 
and simple. Some of them, as it turns out 
now, were very tticky guessers and others 
were equally unfortunate. It is almost 
conclusively. established that the calling of 
an August session was not even d¢termined 
upon until after midday today, and, conse- 
quently, could not have been communicated 
fo any person in confidence or otherwise 
advance, 

The plain facts appear to be that the dis- 
turbances of values arising from the uncer- 
tainty of the situation grew so alarming 
that Mr. Cleveland was compelled to ac- 
knowledge that the “unexpected contin- 
gencies” necessitating an earlier meeting of 
congress than that which he spoke of in 
his celebrated interview of June Sth had 
arrived. The action of the British govern- 
ment in India browght matters to a crisis. 
Previous to that startling event Mr. Cleve- 
lund nad manifested a determinatign of 
calling ‘congress together in. Septe@aber. 
Atier the suspension of Sliver comlage bo 
India the president resolutely declined to 
speak further about his intentions. until he 
should be prepared to act, and each of: his 
cabinet officers maintafmed similar silence. 

Telegrams Convinced Hian. ' 

It may be stated, however, without viola- 
tion of confidence that from the day the 
announcement of the action of India was 
made the president took steps to. keep him- 
self forewarned through the press | dis- 
patches of the slightest approach to a panic 
in the money market, prepared at any mo- 
ment to take the course which he has now 
adopted if it seemed to him that his s0 
doing would, in any way, tend to allay alarm 
and restore public confidence. When, to- 
day, he found telegrams on his table, not

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only from the eastern and middle states, » 


but also from the south and even from some 
of the silver states, urging that congress be 
called together at the earliest day possible 
to end the uncertainty, he determined fo 
delay no longer. But, even in taking th 
action, the president took steps as far as 
he could to prevent its being known before 
the stock exchange closed so as to avoid ony 
appearance of exer@sing undue influence 
on the steck market. 
Views of Congressmen, 

The effect of the announcement, upon sen- 
ators and representatives in this city was 
very marked. Senator Voorhees, chairman 
of the finance committee, first knew of the 
president’s ‘action wire informed by an As- 
sociated Press’ representative. He was 
not surprised. 

“That being the case,"’ said the senator, 
‘St will not be long before we are again at 
work. Inasmuch as congress has to deal 
with this subject’ of finance, it is well that 
we get about it, and the sooner the better. 
I do not know that congress Can or will 
bring relief to the couhtry, but it is our 
duty to make the effort and there is no wis- 
dem in delay. The condition of the coun- 
try certainly demands, to my mind, very 
prompt and decisive * action, especially in 
view of that fact that everybody seems vo be 
depending on congress for 2 solution of vur 
financial. troubles. I think the president 
has acted wisely, and I have no doubt that 
as soon as congress mee to work it will re-

The president’s procldmation, its effects 
and the probale results in the action of tle 
coming congress was the leading topic of 
conversation in the hotel lobbies tonight 
where politicians are accustomed to gather. 
There was a noticeable increase in the 
number of members of the next house, the 
report having drawn them to the news 
center where they discussed the matter 
from every point of view. The action of 
the president, it is apparent, meets with 
the commendation and approval ‘of most 
of the members and politicians now in the 
city, aud the opinion is almost general 
that the Sherman act will be- repealed. 
This proposition: is not refuted, probably 
for the reason that the free silver men 
who will conduct the fight against the re- 
peal have very few members now in the 
city. The free silver men, however, will 
oppose any attempt to repeal the Sherman 
law with all their strength. The fact that 
the great mines in the west have been

The President Departs. . 

The president left at 6:30 o'clock this 
afternoon over the Pennsylvania railroad for 
Buzzard’s. Bay. He -will be absent from 
the capital three weeks or more, his stay 
depending upon circumstances. 

Secretary Lamont accompanied the pres- 
ident as far as New York. The president's 
me ym to leave the cityY was only 
reached iis morning and his départure so 
suddenly leaves a number of important ap- 
pointinents agreed upon unsigned and many 
senators and congressmen who have recently 
arrived in the lurch. It is understood that 
the president will transaet only the most 
urgent public business while at Buzzard’s 
Bay and if official announcemenis are to

JUSTICE JACKSON'S EXHAUSTIVE OPINION 


In Which He Throws%~ Great Deal of 
Light On the Relationship of These 


Com panies—Court Adjourned.

Savannah, Ga., June 30:—(Special . )}—The 
injunction of the court has been removed 
from the voiing power of the 42,000 shaliés 
of Central railroad stock held by the Rich- 
mond ‘J‘erminal Company and unless Jus- 
tice Jackson’s decision rendered today i¥ 
appealed to the supreme court and there 
reversed, that stock so jong in dispute, will 
participate in all elections, 

The decision rendered by:Justice Jackson 
Was a strong one and peculiarly interesting, 
delivered as it was directly after Judge 
Speer recited from the ®ame bench, his 

#ision and opinion reaffifming his former 
detision made while sitting with Judge 
mdeec, enjoining those 42,000 shares from 
participating in the workiggs of the Central 
Failgpad.. Before either M@Bcision was ren- 
deze, Justice Jackiipn @ed that he and 
tke Speer differe@jong {Reé question and 
a” af pF DpIBIOD. ‘ 
"ihe detisjin ge the circ justice re- 
‘thoving “the injntictien? will stahd. Justice 
Jackson, however, told’the fas for Mrs, 
Rowena Clarke that he would ee them a 
chance. to .appeai the case tothe highest 
judicial authority’ in this county and that 
he would testi£X to a division of opinion 
between himself;and the othemjudge pre 
silling in order that the appeal Picht have 
some precedence on the docket gnd receive 
an early hearing before that tribunal. 

Mr. Crawfard was radiant while the jus: 
tice’s decision, was being delivered. The 
consciousness* of victory beam from his 
every feature and his expression seemed 
to say that the decision of the court was 
in thorough accordance with his own views. 

_ The bill of Mrs. Rowena Clarke, too, was 
dismissed and the order of the court ap- 
pointing a receiver under’ it wags set aside. 
‘Justice Jackson decided that the bill had 
served its purpose when the lease of. the 
Central railroad to the Georgia Padific had 
been declared. invalid and sety, aside, and 
from the date of which that was done, Mrs, 
Rowena Ciarke is taxed with all costs of 
the suit—or rather her attorneys, Messrs. 
Rountree, Erwin and Patterson, will have 
to stand for them as it seems that Mrs. 
Clarke was absolved from all costs when 
she allowed the ‘suit to be brought in her 
name. 

The 42,000 shares can vote, but until 
the property is reorganized and they come 
in, their power will be limited to that of 
electing a board of directors of an insol- 
vent corporation, and they cannot do even 
that until January, 1894. Mr. Crawford, 
however, has carried his point for the 

Richmond ‘Terminal Company and the 
famous Rowena Clarke bill is no more. 
The appointment of the receiver under that 
also stands no longer. Mr. Crawford, how- 
ever, was appointed receiver under the 
bill of the Central railroad vs. the Farm- 
ers’ Loan and Trust Company in June, 
1892, and the order of the court passed to- 
day in no way affects his appointment. 
The Day's Work Begins. 

After a few preliminaries concerning or- 
ders passed yesterday were disposed of, 
Mr. Henry Crawford announced ready fot 
the hearing on his motion for the con# 
to cancel the Rowena Clarke bill and 
orders passed under it for an appoint nt 
of a receiver and disfranchising the 4 000 
shares of Terminal stock on the grands 
of a lack of jurisdiction and want of equity 
in the action of the court. 

Mr. Marion Erwin, counsel for Mrs. 
Rowena Clarke, wanted some postponement 
but Justice Jackson announced that he 
was going to finish that business if it took 
him until midnight. Mr. Erwin then offered 
his argument throughout, from «which 
the opinions of both judges could be | 
gathered from the questions they put and 
the suggestions they made. Judge Speer 
would make a remark indicating that his 
opinion was in favor of the disfranchise- 
ment of the 42,000 shares and Justige 
Jackson would ask questions indieatigg 
Gearly that he thought the injunction 
should be canceled. ; 

Mr. Crawford teld Justice Jackson in 
answer to 8 question that he was attacking 
the jurisdiction of the court on tree 
grounds—of citizenship, equity, rule 94, 
and on absence of any equity cognizence 
under acts of’ ‘ Pg

“Well, now the question is whether that 
ownership constituted a controi:i mg inter- 
est in-violation of the Georgia constitution, 
said Justice Jackson. , 

The justice then called attention to 2 st 
preme court decision in which it was de- 
clared that majority stock did not consti- 
tute a controlling interest. 

Mr. Erwin then continued his argument 
and stated, in answer to a question from 
the court, that a committee from the Segis- 
lature was the only body that had ever put 
a construction upon the section of the con- 
stitution referring to competition. He held 
the ownership of this stock subversive of 
the public policy of the state and an iniquity 
to minority stockholders. He did not at- 
tack the property right of the Terminal’s 
holdings, but the exercise of the contro] of 
them. When the Terminal company came 
into the state, Mr. Erwin said, it should 
be held amenable to the laws of the state. 

Justice Jackson said the Terminal com- 
pany was created in Virginia and carried 
corporate power granted by that state with 
it. . ' 

Mr. Erwin held that no one party had a 
right to vote a majority of the stock. It 
meant death to the interests of. minority 
stockholders. The result of the control of 
this company of 40,000 shares had been like 
a cyclone sweeping throughout, the state, 
and had carried ruin and desolation into 
thousands of homes. 

Mr. Crawford « Center of Attraction. _ 

All eyes were turned on Mr. Crawford 
when he arose to reply. He started with 
a brief history of the action putting the 
Central into a reéeivér’s hands. | 

The Rowena Clarke bill, which he wartted 
set aside, he said, was brought by citizém 
of South Carolina, together with other Ceg 
tral stockholders in Georgia, and the Ter 
minal, which never had an office in the 
state, was made a party to the suit. The 
court had no jurisdiction’ whatever over 
that company under the contract. Further, 
the bill asks this court to take jurisdiction 
of a contract between the Georgia Pacitic 
and the Central, which it did, although 
both yere citizens of the same state. This 
court has no jurisdiction of the officers of 
a company and no right to discharge them, 
which it bas done under this bill. Mrs.

The @#orities that have been read lead 
to confusion. They m™apprehend the appii- 
cation and bearing upon this question. The 
power of corporation are derived™from the 
sovereign that creates them. When they come 
into another jurisdiction and make contracts, 
their contracts are governed by the jurisdic- 
tion of the state and upon the laws of. the 
state in which they make the contracts. 
That is all 13th and Lath Peters ever decided. 
and that is all that has ever been decided 
by the supreme court of the United States 
running from the case of the Augusta bank 
down to the present day. It is therefore a 
wrong proposition to say that contracts of in- 
dividuas to acquire this stock—tue contract 
by which they put it into the Georgia com- 
pany, created by the laws of North Carolina 
and subsequently acquired by the Terminal 
company under its charter powers in its 
contract with the North Carolina corporation 
are illegal. It was so acquired, it was held

The Terminal says, “You vote my 2,000 
shares,’’ and the North Carolina Company 
says, ‘‘You vote my 40,000 shares and you vate 
them according to my direction,” and we are 
told that that violates the constitution of 
Georgia. That is a great mistake. 

The amended ‘constitution of Georgia, as 
my brother has distinctly and clearly and 
fully stated in the opinion from which he 
read—admirably stated, I may say—places 
the ang vi upon the legislature ‘from do- 
ing four things, neither of -which it has done 
in this case, It is urged that the last clause 
of the constitutional provision, ‘tall such con- 
tracts and agreements shall be illegal and 
void,’’ applies. Did Georgia by her constitu- 
tion undertake to pass upon the legality and 
validity. of contracts made in Virginia? Made 
in the state of New York? Certainly not. If 
she did. she exceeded her power and jurisdic- 
tion. Well, that also is urged. It is said be-

A Possible Case. 


I can suggest to you, ntlemen, @ case 
that would have fallen within the constitu- 
tion of Georgin,. perhaps. If the East Ten- 
nessee, Virginia and Georgia Railroad Com- 
pany and the Georgia railroad, running a 
parallel line from Atlanta to the coast, par- 
allel to the Central railroad,company, had 
as a corporation—had as a corporation, I 
emphasize that—had as a corporation under- 
taken to buy up the stock of the Central 
Railroad Company, you would then have had 
a case coming within the purview and prin- 
ciple of the constitution of Georgia. But 
they say because a stockholder in the two 
corporations had stock in two corporations 
that that stockholder cannot vote jn both cor- 
porations. It is an anomaly beyond expres- 
sion, to my mind. But it does not come 
within any inhibition of the constitution of 
Georgia. en these contracts are purchas.- 
ed, personal oo are. made beyond the 
jurisdiction of Georgia. To say that is ille- 
gal by Georgia law cannot be sustained. 
Georgia law eannot reach the transaction, 
yeorgia law cannot deal with those stocks 
and inhibit their purchase and their sale. 
And the only question in this case that ever 
would have given trouble would have been 
the power of: that corporation, the Terminal 
and the North Carolina to have 
But they each 
had the power, they each had the express 
power of the sovereigns that created them 
to purchase, abide and hold these stocks 
and there is nothing in the eonstitution of 
Georgia or in its laws to deny them their 
rights and interests as such holders in this 
property. 

The Judgment Rendered. 

That is my judgment of the law of this 
case. A judgment will be rendered in ac- 
cordance therewith, dismissing and dissolving 
the injunction that restrained the voting 
of that stock and dismissing Rewena Clarke's 
bill at her cost, except so much of the cost 
therein as accrued up to the time of these 
corporations entering there appearance and 
disclaiming the lease. 

At the conclusion of Justice Jackson’s 


decision, the court took up the decree of 
sale in which a number of changes had to 
be made and they continued on that un- 
til 11 o’clock tonight, when court adjourned 
sine die. Very few changes were made, 
and it was in substance as delivered from 
the bench on Wednesday. George W. 
Owens was appointed special master to sell 
the road at the time appointed under the 
decree, and the attorneys for the South- 
western gave notice of an. appeal from 
Justice Jackson’s decree of sale.

Court adjourned 10:45 o’clock tonight sine 
die.

three Murderers Paid the. Death Penalty 
in This State Yesterday. 


TWO MURDERS FOR ONLY A DOLLAR. 


A Savannch Wegro Thought He Had a 
Right to Killthe Negro Who Owed 
Him—Murder of Capt. Francts. 
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Darien, Ga., June 30.—(Special. )}—James 
Lamar, colored was hanged here today. 
At 10:55 Lamar was photographed, being 
anxious to send his picture to his family. 
At 11 o'clock the sheriff called to tell him 
that. everything was ready and he went 
upon the gallows. Lamar had nothing to 
say and tthe black cap was adjusted. The 
benediction was pronounced and the drop 
fell at 11:10 o’clock. At 11:22 o’clock the 
doctor pronounced him dead. ‘The body was 
then cut down and placed in a pine coffin. 
Before the cap was put over his face La- 
mar raised his right hand to heaven several! 
times. Only the officers, the preachers, 
newspaper men, his attorney and a few 
friends saw the hanging, although a great 
crowd had gathered. The gallows was 
enclosed so that no outsiders could see 


in. 

Just before he left the cell he wrote the 
following letter to Sheriff Bailey. 

In Jail, Darien, Ga., June 30.—Mr. Thomas 
A. Bailey. Dear sir: I write to let you know 
how much I like you. I hope the Lord will 
bless you and that you may not get mad 
with me. You have treated me as kind as 
you could. The Lord will bless you. Please 
don’t think hard of me. You have feeling for 
me, but the law holds you to your duty and 
promise. You are a good man and I hope 
that after my death you will give up the 
office. You are a merciful man and God will 
bless you for your kindness to me some day. 
Mr. Bailey, don’t think hard of me, if you 
please, sir. JAMES LA! t. 

Story of Lamar’s Crime. 

On November 22d, 1892, James Lamar, 
of Laurens county, and Archie Bird, of 
Montgomery county, both colored railhands, 
evidently in the friendliest spirt agreed 
to try their luck in company with a party 
of Darien negroes at the favorite game of 
“skin.”’ After playing some time Lamar 
claimed that Bird owed him 50 cents, but 
Bird denied it and refused to pay him 
on being asked for it. This riled Lamar 
and he again demanded that the money be 
returned to him, which Bird positively re- 
fused. On this refusal Lamar pulled his 
revolver and shot at him three times. At 
the second shot Bird fell to the ground mor- 
tally wounded, but Lamar was not satis- 
fied. He had two more cartridges in his 
revolver and, demon like, he shot them into 
the body of the helpless victim and fled. 

Lamar was pursued by Sheriff Bailey, 
caught and at the last term of court tried 
and found guilty of murder. Judge Falli- 
gant presided at the trial and sentenced 
him to death. 


THOUSHT HE HAD A RIGHT. 


To Kill the Negro Who Owed Him-—A 
Hauging at Savannah. 

Savannah, Ga., June 30.—(Special.)— 
Samuel Thorpe, colored, was hanged here 
this morning at 10 o’clock for.the murder 
of Charles Brinson last February in Yama- 
craw over a game of craps. Brinson won 
50 cents from Thrope and Thrope, in ex- 
plaining to the court, said he thought he 
had a right to kill him. The case was ap- 
pealed to the supreme court and a new 
trial refused. ‘Thrope almost broke down 
while on the gallows and in making his last 
statement said he had-no fault to find with 
lawyers or judges, but the newspapers had 
treated him badly and would suffer for it 
in the hereafter. ‘Troupe’s neck was broken 
and he died in fifteen minutes. 


STRANGLED IN TWENTY MINUTES. 


Sumner Racken Hanged in Priyate for the 
Murder of Captain Francis. 

Waynesboro, Ga., June 30.—(Special.)— 
Sumner Racken, colored, who brutally mur- 
dered Captain Frank Francis, a prominent 
farmer of this county, was hanged here 
today. He died from sitranguiation, it 
taking twenty-one minutes for death to 
supervene. 

The prisoner was indifferent to all spirit- 
ual comfort extended. He refused to make 
any statement on the gallows or to send 
any m@ssage to his relatives. He seemed 
entirely indifferent to his fate and gave no 
demonstraticns of feeling whatever. Many 
thought his mind badly impaired, but not 
sufficientiy so as tv warrant any steps to 
be taken in a legal way. 

The murder Was most foul and brutal, 
taking the life of a prominent citizen out 
in a cotton field, by beating his brains out 
with a singletree. The execution was 
private and orderly. : 


IT WAS HANGMAN’S DAY. 


A Double Execution at Marlboro, Md., and 
One in Louisiana. 

Marlboro, Md., June 30.—William Pink- 
ney and Daniel Barber, both colored, were 
executed today for the murder of Francis 
M. Bowie, a wealthy farmer of Prince 
George ‘county, Maryland, on the erening 
of March 26th. Pinkney met Bowie and 
engaged him in a controversy and knocked 
him from his horse with a bludgeon and 
with several more blows dispatched the un- 
fortunate man. Pinkney then hurried after 
Barber and the two put the corpse in a 
sack and piece of carpet and carried it 
half a mile to an old well, where they dropped 
it in water about. eight feet deep. ‘They 
kept the victim’s watch and this afterwards 
led to their detection and conviction.. On 
the 25th of June last, through the careless- 
ness of the jail guards, Pinkney escaped and 
hid in the swamps, but at length, tired of 
being hunted, he surrendered. Barber pro- 
tested that he had nothing to do with the 
actual murder and he wag corroborated by 
Pinkney, but it was shown that he had 
planned such a tragedy and that he had a 
revengeful feeling toward Mr. Bowie, who 
had had him indicted for stealing meat, and 
he was adjudged equally guilty. 

4 He Wasa Tall One. 

New Orleans, June 30.—Gus_ Albers, 
aged twenty-six, six feet four inches in 
height, ‘a native of Carrollton, was hanged 
at the parish prison at 12:35 o'clock this 
afternoon. The crime for which Albers was 
executed was the murder of Mrs. F. 
Wyman and was one of the most fiendish 
murders on record. It oceurred on the 
evening of November 4, 1889, near the res- 
idence on Henry Clay avenue, Carrollton, 
and in the presence of her children. 

Shot According to Law. 

Wister, I. T., June 30.—Joe Bird, a 
Choctaw negro, was shot according to law 
at 11 o’clock this morning at Wilbarton 
by Sheriff John Perry, of Gaines county. 
The condemned man sat on a plain plank 
and his hands were held up by two other 
men. A piece of white paper was pinned 
on his shirt over his heart and he was killed 
by a bullet from a revolver at a distance of 
five paces. Bird murdered his mother-in- 
law and wife. 

Next Friday four Choctaws are to be 
shot, and the following Friday five more 
for the same penalty as Bird. The mur- 
ders by the latter nine men were caused by 
politics.

INSURANCE COMPANIES WILL WITHDRAW. 


The Obnoxious Legislation of Tennessee Re- 
sults in Wholesale Withdrawals. — 

Nashville, Tenn., June 30.—(Special.)— 
Thirty-six foreign. insurance companies 
have ceased doing business in Tennessee 
and the indications are that unless Gov- 
ernor Turney calls an extra session of the 
legislature for the purpose of repealing’ the 
obnoxious laws the balance of the foreign 
companies will withdraw from the state. 

The insurance men reassembled this morn- 
ing and Messrs. John D. Bradford, George 
W. Dewey and S. H. Sullivan reported that 
they had seen Attorney General Pickle, 
who stated that he could not advise the 
postponement of the enforcement of the 
law and that compantes doing business in 
the state must file their charters with the 
secretary of state. 

A committee was then appointed to call 
upon Governor Turney to urge him to call 
an extra session of the legislature. Gov- 
ernor Turney gave no infjmation of his in- 
tention, stating he would consider the 
matter. He was very courteous, however, 
and the insurance men are hopeful that 
he will comply with their requests. The 
committee then returned to the meeting 
of insurance men and the following resolu- 
tion was adopted unanimously: 

That it is the duty of the representatives 
here assembled to advise all foreign compa- 
nies doing business in the state of Tennessee 
to at‘once suspend operations until such time 
as thé objectionable laws are repealed or so 
modified that the companies can resume bust- 
ness with safety. 

There was a mass meeting of merchants 
at the commercial club this afternoon at 
which a resolution to the effect “That the 
members of the Commercial Club respect- 
fully urge individually and collectively the 
governor of the state to convene the legis- 
lature at the earliest possible moment that 
it may modify the existing laws in ques- 
tion, and thus avert the threatened ca- 
lamity that would: follow the continued 
and enfsrced withdrawal of. the’ fire in- 
surance companies and other corporations 
from the state.” ~ 

A committee will present these to the 
governor.

THE FAMOUS DISPENSARY EXPERIMENT 


Went Into Effect at Midnight—Closing 


Scenes in the Cities as the State As- 
sumed Control of the Spirits. 


Columbia, 8. C., July 1, midnight.—(Spe- 
¢ial.)—The state of South Carolina has just 
become a wholesale liquor dealer.. As ‘the 
clocks tolled the midnight hour the dispensa- 
ty law, by which the state establishes a 
monopoly of that business within her bor- 
ders, went into effect. From this time on 
the little commonwealth will deal out 
‘“Jiquid refreshments in flasks having on 
one side a palmetto tree, the emblem of 
the state, springing up from two fallerf 
jogs, and on the other.a representation of 
the great seal of the state. 

All the saloons did a rushing business yés- 
terday and up to midnight and after the 
streets were crowded. When the clock 
struck 12 o'clock the saloons were crowded 
with revelers, who wanted “just one more 
drink,” but all he placesswere closed 
promptly. 

This new departure is not that she may 
prevent inebriety, but that she may make 
money. | . 

It igs a new and untried experiment, this 
dispensary law, and upon its success or 
failure great interests depend. The effect 
upon industrial interests as well as upon 
the political faction of the “Reform Ele- 
ment,” which originated it, all hinges upon 
whether it pays or not. Should it clear the 
large gum that Governor Tillman expects 
it to do, the coffers of the stave treasury 
will be comfortably filled and taxes will 
be reduced. If such is the case, wise po- 
liticians think that Governor %:’Iman and 
his followers will-be secure in power fer 


many years to come. 

But there is powerful and determined 
ppposition to it. The liquor men, who will 
be compelled to give up their business end 
turn it over to the state, have been fighting 
{t, and will continue to do so as long as 
there’ is the least hope. Many of the con- 
servative element of the democratic party 
are fighting it from motives of political ex- 
pediency, while the large and growi tg Pro- 
hibition element who want hquor banished 
entirely are by no means pleased at secing 
the state enter into the saluon Lusiness-— 
as they term it. The saloon element on the 
other hand, while not openly fighting the 
law, is not enthusiastic about seeag dis- 
pensaries established, and members there- 
of are not signing the petitions necessary, 
and consequently there is a kind of unity 
of feeling between the saloon men and the 


ee cccoreea that has proba- 


ly never occurred before. ‘There 
is no combination of the two interests, and 
the prohibitionists repudiate the idea that 
they are going hand in hand, but it cer- 
tainly looks that way. 

Some Legislative History. 

At the last election prohibition was car- 
ried by about 10,000 votes. There was no 
general discussion on the subject during the 
campaign, but ballot boxes were provided 


* @t-the polls: where voters cotld express 


theif sentiments for or against the sale 
of whisky in the state. A large majority 
of the legislators then elected were oppos- 


-ed to prohibition, but felt that the wishes 


of their constituents should be ‘respected. 

An iron-clad prohibition bill known as 
the Roper bill, passed the house Ly a lurge 
majority, but it was defeated in the seu- 
ate. An amendment was tacked to it, 
which passed both houses, and was signed 
by the governor, «nd thus upon the ssatutes 
was placed the dispensary law, commonly 
called the “Evans Dispensary Law, from 
its having been introduced by Senator 
John Gary Evans, a young lawyer from 
Aiken, who is regarded by the reform fac- 
tion as one of its brilliant lights, and who 
may possibly be put up as its candidate for 

vernor next year. at: 
e The law is entitled “an act to prohibit 
the manufacture and sale of intoxicating 
liquors as a beverage within the state, €x- 
cept as herein permitted.” It is a curiosity 
in legislation. The title says that the act 
is to “prohibit,” but in the body of tue act, 
in the very first section, it is provided that 
the sale “shall be regulated and conducted 
as provided in this act,” and so it -runs all 
through this singular document. 

The act provides for state and county 
dispensaries at which and at which only 
liquor may be lawfully obtained after the 
act goes into effect—Saturday, July 1, 1893. 

How the Law Is Viewed. 

The friends of the law claim that the law 
will be beneficial. They say that the clos- 
ing of the saloons will be a blessing and 
that the profits from the sale of liquor 
will yield a net revenue to the state that 
will greatly reduce the burden of taxation. 
And they claim among other things that 
the violent opposition of the liquor men 
is in itself a strong proof that the law, 
while not directly prohibitory, has strong 
tendencies in that direction, and they point 
exultantly to the fact that whilst the ‘“‘sa- 
loon must go,” the dispensary is not an 
imperative necessity, as no dispensary will 
be opened except at the request of a mi- 
jority of the inhabitants of a town or City. 

The opponents of the law think it mon- 
strous that the state should derive a rev- 
enue from such a source. They claim 
that the preventive clauses, such as those 
prohibiting the dispensaries from selling 


to winors or intoxicated persons, can and 


will be easily evaded, and that the whole 
design of the measure is a scheme of crafty 
politicians to raise a revenue that will al- 
most run the state government, and by 
this means make themselves popular with 
those who are always ready to escape tax- 
ation no matter how it is done. 

From a political view, those who are op- 
posed to the state administration claim that

Charleston dealers to manage. 

The State Dispensary at Columbia. 


The state dispensary is a large four-story 
building, located in this city. Every kind 
of the latest and improved machinery for 
bottling, corking, washing, ete., has been 
purchased and has been for some days in 
operation, 

The legislature appropriated $50,000 for 
the dispensary, but all that sum has been 
taken up and more, too, It is estimated that 
the total expense up to date has been $300,- 
00. Most of the whisky was bought on 
time, and as 1,050 barrels of rye whisky 
alone were bought it can be seen how ea- 
sily the appropriation could be taken up. 
Then the corn whisky, the gin and the beer 
have been purchased by the carloads, costing 
hundreds of dollars. 

Samples of every kind of liquor sold by the 


dispensary are analyzed by the state chem- ’ 


ist, and unless he pronounces them chem- 
ically pure the product is not handled. 

The .whisky, it is said, cost only $1.50 
er gallon, but it will be sold at the rate of! 
83 per gallon, this givingia profit of 100 per 
cent. Governor Tillman estimates that the 
net profit to the state will be jn the neigh- 
borheod of $500,000, a very snug sum to 
be added to the revenues of the treasury. 

This is a yery roseate view to talk of the 
prcfits. Experienced men in the business 
predict that nothing like that sum will be 
cleored. But, as the same profit will be 
made on all goods sold, the net results would 
be very large if dispensaries were estab- 
lished in every county. 

Where the Doubt Comes In. 


Right here is where the doubt comes in. 
The law provides that dispensaries shall 
be satabllehed in towns and cities only when 
“a majority of the freehold voters petition 
for it.” As the freehold voters in a ma- 
jorty of the towns are conservatives, as op- 
posed to Tillmanites, and consequently op- 
posed to the law on account of politics, or 
prohibitionists who are opposed to it on 
principle, candidates for the position of 
“county dispenser’’ have in most cases found 
it quite difficult to obtain the necessary sig- 
natures. 

In Charleston no one has been able yet 
to obtain anything like the requisite num- 
ber. In Columbia the board of control has 
elected one dispenser. ‘Che bard refused 
to allow persons to appear before it who 
‘were prepared to show that the petitions 
for the position did not contain the number 
of signatures required by law. 

According to the law Charleston may 
have ten dispensaries, Columbia three qgnd 
all ae cities and incorporated towns-one 
each. 

At midnight dispensaries opened in the 
following counties: Abbeville, Aiken, Barn- 
well, Beaufort, Chester, Darlington, Edge- 
field; Fairfield, Georgetown, Kershaw, Lan- 
caster, Lexington, Newberry, Orangeburg, 
Richland, Sumter and York. 

Six counties, being already under prohi- 
bition laws, cannot have’ dispensaries— 
Pickens, Oconee, Marion, Marlboro, Wil- 
liamsburg and Horry. 

The remaining thirteen counties have not 


} yet decided about dispensaries, though some 


of them are certain not to have them, prob- 
ably none of them for some time yet at least. 


Some of the Provisions of the Law. 
The law is very strict, both as to its pro- 


Visions against its violation and as to the 


manner Of obtaining liquor from a dispen- 
sary. One has to carry a certificate of good 
character with him before he ean obtain 
whisky. If he is a known drunkard he 
cannot purchase. The quantity one can 
purchase is not less than a half pint and 
not more than five gallons, and in every 
event it can be obtained only once a day by 
any one individual. Minors cannot obtain 
it under any circumstances. 

The provisiows against importation of 
whisky are also very strict. Kailroads are 
prohibited from hauling any whisky unless 
it bears the stamp of D. H. Traxler, the 
state commissioner. lt has been dévrided 
by the state board, however, that railroads 
can accept such freight, provided that they 
immediately notify the state commissioner 
of its destination and who it is for. If this 
is done then the state authorities will con- 
fiscate the liquor. Some of the railroads 
are not likely to refuse to. handle whisky. 
They will probably accept such freight and 
if they are fined the matter will be taken 
to the courts and fought on constitutional 
grounds. The developments in this particu- 
lar are awaited with great interest by ev- 
erybody. The express companies, it is un- 
derstood, will accept such freight on the 
condition just mentioned. The commission 
has also decided that any person may bring 
whisky into the state as personal baggage— 
that is, as much as he can carry ju an ordi- 
nary valise or traveling bag in the car with 
him. 

The State’s Spy Brigade. 


To prevent smuggling from Georgia and 
North Carolina, and, in fact, all violation 
of the law, fifty constables have been 
appointed. They should rather be ealled 
spies for their names are only known to 
the authorities and they have the right 
to search any place where they suspect 
liquor is being unlawfully sold. ‘This teat- 
ure of the law is being severely condemned 
on all sides as the idea of spies prying 
into the affairs of other people is repugnant 
to the vast majority of citizens. 

It is confidently expected that “blind 
tigers” will be in full blast ere many 
months, but the punishment is very severe. 
The goods wif? be confiscated and the vio- 
lator will be’ subject to a fine of not less 
than $100, or more than $1,000, or to be 
imprisoned for not less than ninety days 
or more than one year. 

It will thus be seen that so far as the 
law itself is concerned, ample provision has 
been made to enforce it. 

Work at the State Dispevsary. 

The state dispensary employs about thir- 
ty men and ten women. ‘the latter do the 
sealing and labeling. They work from 7 a. m. 
to 6 p. m., With one hour for dinner. The 
work is not hard, but it is confining and 
tiresome. ‘The small wages paid have not 
proven very attractive to women and sever- 
al have left after a week's experience. 
They receive only 00 cents per day. The 
ordinary workman in the dispensary gets 
about $4.30 per week. These low sai- 
aries are given, so it is said, because the 
whole thing is in an experimental stage 
and the employes are not familiar with the 
work. & ‘ 

The salgries of the regular officers are 
much better. The commissioner, Mr. 

H. Traxier, gets $1,800, the bookkeeper 
$1,500 and the other office men likewise. 

‘he rules for county dispensaries provide 
that they must be kept open from 7% a. m. 
to G6. p. m., from April to October, and 
from 8 a. m. to 6 p. m. the rest of the year. 
No loafing and no drinking are allowed on 
the premises. 

Every snle must be made for cash, and 
the prices of various brands must be post- 
ed conspicuously in the building. The 
dispensers will be allowed assistance only 
as the magnitude of the business will re-

There is another feature of the law that 
will work great hardship on the hotels. 
Proprietors will not be allowed to furnish 
their guests with liquors, but will have 
to do like anybody else and make out an 
application for liquor to be sold to them at 
the dispensary. It is thought that this 
feature will injure the northern tourist 
business of the hotels. Many such stop at 
the different winter resorts in the state 
and are accustomed to having wines and 
champagnes served at their meals. The 
hotel people are very much angered, but 
there appears to be no redress for them. 

And How Will lit Work? 


Such are some of the gatient features 
of this remarkable law. Some of them are 
not pleasing even to its friends and no 
doubt some amendments will be attempted 
at the next session of the legislature. Un- 
less some unforseen action on the part of 
the courts puts a stop to the operation of 
the law, it will no doubt last, at least un- 
til another legislature is elected. Its 
friends will give it a thorough trial and 
the result whl be of vast importance. If 
it 18 a success, it will probably have imi- 
tation in other states. 

All of the machinery of the government 
has been brought to bear in the interest 
of the dispensary. The railroad commis- 
sion some time ago reduced the regular 
rate on whisky shipments in order, the 
roads claim, and they are sustained by pop- 
ular impression, to help along the cause. 
The roads made a big kick and protested 
in long<lrawn arguments, but it was of no 
avail. The only thing they got was a 
thirty days’ notice of the change, which was 
their legal right. 

_On one side is a powerful political fac- 
tion with all the machinery of the govern- 
ment working night and day for its success, 
while on the other side is a large and in- 
fluential faction either openly fighting it 
or putting obstructions in its way. 

If it gets into the courts will it stand the 
test? Able lawyers ‘say that it will not. 
Others equally able say it will.

It Will Keep Atlanta and Her Advantages

The Funeral of Colonel W. #. Moore 


Yesterday Morning, 
FROM THE RESIDENCE OF HIS. MOTHER. 


It Was Largely Attended, and There Were 
Many Beautiful Floral Offerings—A 
Marked Tribute of Respect. 


All that was mortal of Colonel W. H. 
Moore, the editor of The Augusta News, 
was committed to the sod of Oakland cem- 
etery yesterday morning. 

The funeral was held at the family res- 
idence on Pryor street, and was largely at- 
tended by the friends and former associ- 
ates of the deceased. | 

A large delegation of newspaper men 
came up from Augusta and these were 
joined by the newspaper men of the city. 
It was a beautiful tribute paid to the dead 
journalist by the fraternity of which he 


was a member. 

The services were conducted by Rev. 
Henry McDonald, the pastor of the Second 
Baptist church, assisted by Rev. H. 
Hatcher and General C. A. Evans. The 
latter was associated with him during the 
late war, at which time they served on the 
tented field in behalf of the confederacy. 

After the reading of an appropriate pas- 
sage from the scriptures a tender prayer 
was offered by General Evans for the out- 
pouring of the holy spirit in consolation 
The prayer was 
one of deep earnestness and every heart 
seemed to be touched by the invocation. 

Dr. McDonald then referred in a brief, 
though feeling manner to the useful traits 
and many ennobling attributes of Colonel 
Moore’s character. He was a useful man 
and a good citizen, and had left the impress 
of his intellect upon his times and upon the 
hearts of his fellow men.

The Street Tax question Elsewhere, 
The street tax question is becoming 
& live issue im a number of Georgia 
towns; the discussions on that line are 
serious enough, but in numerous instan- 
ces they are not without a sprinkle of 
humor, as in the case of a man who 
declares that he has been “deterred 
from visiting his parents, at his old 
home,” by the demands of the town 
marshal, who dunned him for street tax 
before he had deposited his grip and 
registered at the family mansion. 

The Dalton Citizen has an editorial 
on the effect of the street tax ordinance 
on the business of that town. The Citi- 
ZEN Says: : 

The recent “Harrow men” were impor- 
tuned for the pitiful sum of about nine dol- 
lars, when they were spending about fifty 
sollars per week for hay, grain, provisions, 
etc., not to speak of board at the Lewis 
house. If our council allows this thing to 


continue, we will never be able to build up 
Dalton. Seven or eight tourists wage board- 


woe -with J. L. Bender, and they were so 


beset by the street tax collector that they 


positively left town, displeased with Dalton - 


and Daltonians. The Harrow men were so 
pleased with thelr treatment at the Lewis 
house and by our people generally, that they 
would have remained two weeks longer had 
it not been for this tax, but they went off 
damning Dalton. Maurice Loveman was

Another Object Lesson. 

The newspapers of the country 
printed yesterday morning two remark- 
able teelgrams. 

One of these from London was as 
follows: 

An extraordinary decline has taken place In 
the price of silver in the market here, af fall 
of: 23-4 pence, making the present. price 
311-4 pence. 

As soon as this drop in silver occurred 
the fact was wired to Chicago and a 
heavy slump in wheat followed. The 
Situation is thus described in a tele- 
gram: 

A slump of over 2 cents.’a bushel in the 
price of wheat occurred today before trading 
had been in progress an hour. The carrying 
charges for sixty days are the most aston- 
ishing ever known,’6 cents a bushel or about 
40 per cent per annum. 

This is the way it works. Farce sil- 
ver down, and there is a shrinkage of 
values. Let silver go up, and values 
swell. This has been going on for the 
past thirty years, and our farmers are 
beginning to understand it. Naturally 
they desire fair prices for their products, 
and at a time when Europe is buying 
our wheat it is a bitter disappointment 
to see it slump over 2 cents a bushel 
in one day because the monty kings 
have forced a decline in silver. 

The staple products wrung by the 
masses from the earth by hard work 
during a season of privation made nec- 
essary by rigid economy are now sold 
at prices that scarcely pay the cost of 
production. 

No wonder the farmers 
single gold standard. 

They realize that it means poorer 
prices for their crops,-and that the de- 
struction of silver as a money metal 
means that they must sell for little or 
nothing, and be left to the mercy of 
their creditors. 

This object lesson will set the people: 

If we are to accept the 
gold standard, then we must join the 
nations of Europe in grabbing gold. 
Doubtless, as The St. Louis Republic 
suggests, we can grab as much as any 
other nation.

A Plea for Fair Taxation. 

; In a recent issue of The New York 
Independent .Bishop Atticus G. Hay- 
good has a notable article in favor of 
an income tax. 

The bishop’s idea is that the rich 
should bear their share of the public 
burdens, and he argues that under our 
present tariff and tax systems the poor 
pay more than their proportionate share 
of the expenses of the government. Fre- 
quently we hear of the death of a very 
rich man, and read that his will has 
disposed of many millions, although the 
tax books show that he has paid taxes 
on only a hundred thousand or so. Such 
& man has escaped his just share of the 
pubiie burden. Then, there are rich men 
whose wealth consists of wuntaxable 
bonds. There are others who own 
stock in great corporations, and while 
it is supposed that the managers of the 
company return the property of the 
stockholders and pay the tax out of 
the company’s treasury, there is good 
reason to believe that these corporations 
know how to make very small: returns 
and pay less than their proportion of 
the taxes. Bishop Haygood says: 

Let every man protected by government 
pay his share of the expense of government. 
If A is worth $1,000 and pays 1 per cent to 
government, his tax receipt shows that he 
paid $10: if B is worth $10,000,000, let his 
receipt show $100,000. There should be no 
difficulty about this. A full statement of 
what B does pay would be Interesting and 
instructive reading. Whether it would be of 
a pacifying sort would depend upon the text. 

This discussion does not come within the 
diameter of the earth’s orbit of the gospel 
principle that the rich ought to bear a larger 
proportion of the cost of civilization than the 
poor. For»some mysterious reason lawmak- 
ers seem to believe that -government cannot 
lay 1 per cent upon a cottage and 2 per cent 
upon a palace. The principle of ad valorem 
seems to be considered as a sort of sacred 
“ark of covenant.” But no matter what law- 
makers believe, or political economists. teach, 
the gospel law—and this is the law of life, 
pre-eminently civilized life—is plain enough; 
people should pay in proportion to their abil- 
ity to pay. 

The gospel law lays the burden of he per- 
centage of giving on conscience, and gauges 
liberality, not by what is given, but by what 
is left. 

The poor man, with a $1,000 home and rare 
ly more than $1,000 income, paid $10 tax and 
had $990 left, pinching all round to live at 
all, and not a dollar for increase. And néar- 
ly always this poor man had a houseful of 
children; generally this very rich man has 
very few. 

Let an illustration from an actual case end 
this paper. In a western state is a great 
landowner—his name could be given if it 
served any useful end—who pays taxes on 
100,000 acres of land. It is within a few 
miles of a growing and already populous 
city. He is allowed—under the prevailing ini- 
quities and rascalities—to ‘‘give this land in’”’ 
at $10 per acre; his selling price for it is 
$150 per acre; he is actually selling twenty- 
acre lots at this rate. When the buyer puts 
a cabin—costing from $100 to $300—upon his 
little twenty-acre home, he is taxed accord: 
ing to the worth of his property! 

It must be admitted that all this 
makes the masses discontented. They 
feel that they are unjustly treated, and 
thus the gulf between the poor and the 
rich widens. As the bishop puts it: 

When the great land-baron does not actu- 
ally name the value of his land for taxation, 
he is practically allowed to dictate ‘‘the fig- 
ure’ to the assessor. Why? Because he is 
rich. 

This sort of injustice makes ‘‘wise men 
mad.’ If one of these poor men took the 
big man’s-place and the rich man his, Clam- 
ors about injustice would rend the skies. 

St. Paul teaches masters to give to their 
servants that which is ‘“‘just and equal.’’ Goy- 
ernment should not do ‘less. 

The inequality of public burdens is at the 
bottom of the movement toward a ‘graduated 
income tax.’’ 

This is a strong plea for just taxa- 


tion, and some of the points presented 
cannot well be controverted. The 
question is certain to occupy the atten- 
tion of congress, and it is believed that 
the president's attitude will be at least 
sympathetic. It is plain that the tax 
must be imposed or we must put heavy 
duties on tea, coffee, sugar and other 
articles. This latter alternative is not 
to be thought of. We must cut down 
duties, and raise the additional revenue 
needed in some other way. We take 
no stock in the objection that rich men 
would evade the tax and that it would 
require an enormous force of officials 
to collect it. They have'no such diffi- 
culty in England, and our rich men are 
not likely to risk the penalty of defying 
the law. It is the opinion of experts 
that our revenue methods are so sys 
tematic that a smaller force than was 
required after the war would now be 
sufficient to collect the tax. The idea 
is growing in popularity and it has many 
strong advocates in congress, where the 
democrats have favored it for many 
years past. 
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Our Relations with China. 

It is understood that China is con- 
templating the recall of her minister 
from Washington in the event of the 
enforcement of the Geary act. 

A proclamation has been issued for- 
bidding the sale of American oil at 
Hong Kong, and further retaliatory acts 
are expected. Some American news- 
papers take the position that China will 
be unable to injure our interests, but 
this is a mistake. At a time when we 
need new markets for our cotton and 
other staples, and for our manufactured 
goods, itis unwise to run the risk of hav- 
ing our trade cut off from a civilized 
country containing 400,000,000 people. 

We could well afford to open our 
doors to the Chinese in return for profit- 
able commercial relations with their 
country. A war is out of the question 
now, but in the course of another gen- 
eration, if the ill-feeling should increase, 
China would be a powerful opponent. 
She has a pretty good navy, and her 
armies have for years been officered 
by Europeans. In the near future the 


Chinese navy and army will be able to. 


handle the forces of almost any nation. 
To say nothing of the injustice of the 
thing, it is bad business policy to an- 


tagonize 400,000,000 people who. should . 


be our customers.

SILVER IN INDIA, - 


F. W. Luttgen in New York Tribune. 

The action of India in stopping free silver 
coinage, or more correctly, coinage of silver 
for private accgunt, is a step toward bringing 
silver into the proper relation with gold. It 
is reported that India proposes to issue rupees 
coined for government account in exchange 
for gold at the rate of 64 pence. If such is the 
plan, the demand for sliver from India will 
not neces@arily be decreased. By the change 
the government practically guarantees the 
value of silver to the people at 92 cents an 
ounce, and accordingly issues the rupee at the 
ratio of 22 to 1, and practically accepts the 
plan now in practice in the United States of 
issuing silver on the government credit, exerpt 
that India tasnes the silver at the ratio of 
22 to 1, while we issue it at 16 to 1. The

New York Tribune: The stoppage of free 
silver coinage in India, though it evidently 
brings a crisis in the silver question, @ 
not appear to mean as much as some suppose. 
In explaining this step the marquis of Lans- 
downe, the viceroy of India, stated to the 
council that the object was rather to prevent 
a further fall in exchange than to raise the 
Value of the rupee, and that fixing a pro- 
visional rate of exchange at 16-pence pro- 
vided an automatic means of preventing the 
closing -of mints and the violent disturbance 
of exchange. This seems to mean that the 
Indian government is prepared to purchase 
and coin as it may think expedient at-a rate 
provisionally set for the present at two-thirds 
of the neminal value of the rupee, which is 
24 pence. But this provisional valuation is 
not intended to fix a fictitious value for silver, 
nor would any attempt be made for the 
present to establish a legal tender price for 
gold. These explanations modify to an impor 
tant extent the notion that the Indian govern- 
ment will cease to take silver from Europe 
at all, or that it will proceed to buy and 
import the vast amount of gold’ which would be 
needed if that metal were made the sole legal 
tender in local transaetions. In fact, the 
viceroy distinctly declared “it was not pro- 
posed to substitute gold fér silver coinage.”

A Wonderfal Piant.

In India I once witnessed a most remark-. 
able phosphoric light issue from a giant flower 
called by natives’ “bagswar.’’ The flower was 
nearly six inches in diameter and of a deep 


> red color, but with yellow petals; my’ atten- 


tion twas called to the luminous rediations of 
this beautiful plant by a guide and we used to 
visit the garden every morning two hours be 
fore sunrise to observe this fascinating spec- 
tacle; this was during the months of July and 
August. The light, although most brilliant , 
in the early morning hours, could also be dis- 
cerned during the twilight, but not after total 
darkness came on. 

This led me to believe that the light was not 
_emitted from the flower itself, but that it was 
reflected. To determine this I placed one of 
the flowers in a perfectly dark, that is, light 
tight room, where | knew the air to be per- 
fectly dry, and not the faintest spark could 
be seen. This might have been caused by 
the broken stem. but I am of the opinion that 
the light was reflected, as it was quite intense 
and could be seen at a distance of several feet, 
When viewed closely the petal resembled a 
miniature incandescent | electric lamp.

BUSINESS IS IN VERY ‘FINE SHAPE. 


There Is No Lack of Gold, and the Outlook 
for the Future Is Very Encouraging. 
Banks Make a Fine Showing. 


With all the financial smashing that is 
going on around, Atlanta holds her own 
and everything goes gwimmingly here. 
Yesterday was the close of the govern- 
ment’s fiscal year. It also closed the 
quarter for the banks and they made up 
their quarterly statements for publication. 
Some time back, the banks, not knowing 
what was coming, were a little fearful of 
the condition they would be in on June 
30th. ‘They were, accordingly, careful. 
This dees not mean that they were unduly 
cautious, but they scrutinized everything 
very closely. 

When iast night came, every bank in 
the city was in very good condition, indeed, 
as appears from their statements which will 
be published within the next day or two. 
The banks have considerably above the re- 
quired reserve, in one case amounting to 
55 per cent of the deposits. There is al 
the gold, too, that is desired. Indeed, 


the Atlanta bankers do not set as much. 


store by a gold reserve as some of the 
bankers elsewhere do. Atlanta eould at 
any time send to the treasury at Wash- 
ington a pile of gold that would be appre- 
ciated by Mr. Carlisle. But the express 
charges on gold are high and Atlanta bank- 
ers are not going to pay for. the privilege 
of helping the government out. 

The bank statements show clearly that 
Atlanta is in the best sort of fix financial- 
Ir. Her trade has not lacked the- cash 
necessary to keep the wheels humming. 
Perhaps, there has not been the expansion 
that other years have seen or that a more 
flourishing period ,would have brought, but 
nothing has lagged. And it is considered 
wise that there was less of the specula- 
tive spirit in the direction of business here 
this year. While reverses are coming daily 


in other sections of the country, Atlanta 


has not had a business failure of import- 
ance for a long time. The case.of the 
Gate City’ bank is an exception, as its 
suspension was in‘tio way traceable to the 
condition of trade, but was solely the re- 
sult of defalcation by an employe. 

Hence, ali the bankers, who keep their 
fingers consiantly on the business pulse of 
a community, are gratified at the present 
and full of encouragement for the future. 

Here is the way some of them talked 
after the close of their doors yesterday af- 
ternoon: 

“All the banks, I believe, are in much 
better shape today than we had reason to 
expect. A few months back,” said Captain 
James English, president of the American 
Banking and ‘Trust Company. “I will 
have my report ready~to publish Sunday 
morning. Our cash on hand makes a good 
showing. Reafly, Atlanta is in excellent 
shape, financially. The banks got what 
money they needed and we have refused 
none of our patrons the usual line of cred- 
its. I don’t mean to say that money has 
been furnished for any special expansion 
of business but we -have tried to take care 
of our manufacturing interests and put them 
in a position to pay off. They have not 
been encouraged to discount their bills, 
but they have not had to contract their 
business to speak of. 

“We have a good supply of gold on hand. 
I do not pay much attention to that. We 
get a good deal of it in and pay it out as 
freely as it comes. The outlook is very 
encouraging, indeed.” 

Captain English was asked if the slump 


in silver had affected banking here and 


he replied that it has not. “It is too far 
off,” was the way he expressed it. 

“The last day of the quarter finds us 
in very good shape, indeed,” remarked Mr. 


- Joe Orme, of the Lowry Banking Company. 


Cuptain R. J. Lowry, the president of the 
institution, has been in Savannah all the 
week listening to the litigation over the 
Central railroad, he being a joint receiver 
in the Savannah and Western with Mr. 
Conier. 

“We have on hand enough cash to make 
us feel cheerful,’ Mr. Orme continued, 
“and I think you will find the Atlanta 
bankers generally are thoroughly satisfied 
at the way they come out today. Atlanta 
is not in a bad way at all. Far from it. 
We have not had a business failure of 
any consequence. The failure of the Gate 
City National bank was the result of a 
ageluicauion abu the generauy easy Manner in 
whieh the city has stood that speaks well 
for the situation. Our business men have 
been careful and I would say that there has 
been some contraction. But they have re- 
ceived all the credit they needed if not 
just all they wanted. 

Colonel W. A. Hemphill, president of 
the Atlanta Trust and Banking Company, 
said that the outlook is extremely cheerful. 
He was gratified at the condition of the 
Atlanta banks which find themselves with 
plenty of surplus on hand and @ strong 
line of credits out. Atlanta’s business is 
in very good condition and the outlook is 
encouraging. 

Mr. Jacob Haas, president of the Cap- 
ital City bank, pointed to the statement 
of his bank which is published in The Con- 
Stitution this morning. “That tells the 
Story,” said he. “We have in cash 55 per 
cent of our liabilities and the government 
requires Only 25 per cent. Our loans and 
discounts are as large as usual at this sea- 
‘son of the year, too. Atlanta is in splendid 
financial position.”

And the Report of the Tax Committee 
Raising the Street Tax. from One to 
Three Dollars Is Defeated. 


The street tax will be $1 for the coming 
year. 

Mayor Goodwin's veto stands. The $3 
tax was knocked out and the new ordinance 
fixes the amount at $1, 

Mr. Colvin, who solitary and alone started 
the ball in motion, smiled in a satisfactory 
way yesterday afternoon when at a special 
session of council that body refused to pass 
the $3 item over the mayor's veto and tovxk 
the figure of the member from the secoud 
ward. 

Mr. Northen offered an amendment mak- 
ing the street tax 10 cents, but that sum 
wus too small and the suggestion did not 


go. The plucky member saw that it was an. 


uphill fight, but he insisted on pushing his 
proposition to-.a vote and got the members 
on record. . 

Mr. Reneau said that he was against any 
ten-cent proposition and said the suggestion 
looked to him as though the member was 
inclined to be mad and not play. 

Mr. Northen replied that be was seriously 
in earhest and that if $3 was wrong then 
$1 was wrong. He was informed that the 
buard had to make some Charge, aud, 
therefore, he proposed the smallest charge 
possible colsistent with collection without

When the muyor’s veto of the $3 tax came 
on for a vote those who favored overriding 
it were: Messrs. Broyles, isoyd, Dbeulle, 
Hill and Northen—5. 

Those who voted to sustain the mayor 
were: Messrs. Kice Srephens, Rereau, 
Hirsch, Colvin, Stockdell, McWaters, Dim- 
mock, Martin, Meador and Peters—11. 

By a vote of 5 to 11 the motion to over- 
ride the veto was defeated. 

Mr. Broyles proposed to make jt $1 and 
Mr. Rice had the same motion. Then it 
was that Mr. Northen came in with the 
amendment to make it 10 cents, arguing that 
if a street tax was onerous and tended to 
drive people away from the city it should 
be removed altogether or so much as is 
possible under the statutes and the charter 
of the city. 

Mr. Northen got up to speak on his prop- 
Osition and there was a disposition to lay 
kt on the table and to keep aii from gec- 
ting a talk on it. But he held the floor and 
argued his amendmeut' seriously. ‘Then 
Mr. Reneau opposed it. 

Mr. Meador said that he thought that 
a $3 tax was all right, but he would stand 
by the mayor. Mr. Beatie remarked 
that Atlanta had prospered more in the 
last fifteen years.with her street tax than 
any other city in this section. Then Mr. 
Northen withdrew his ten-cent amendment 
and offered a_ resolution instructing the 
committee on legislation to endeavor to have 
the general assembly amend the present law 
so that the street tax can be abolished 
altogether. 

Mr. Boyd offered an amendment to make 
the tax $2 a year. 

This and the $1 amendment ‘were before 
the body. Under the rule the one naming 
the larger sum came forward for a vote 
first. Every member present voted against 
it except Mr. Boyd. 

Then the $1 amendment was put and 
everybody except Mr. Boyd and Mr. Nor- 
then voted for it and it was decleared car- 
ried by a vote of 14 to 2. This done, a 
vote was taken on the tax ordinance as a 
whole and it was adopted unanimously. 

Mr. Northen got a second to his res- 
olution about instrgcting the committee 
on legislation and it was finally referred to 
the tax committee. 

An amendment to section 636 of the code 
was received from the board of health, 
the amendment requiring physicians to re- 
port all cases of infectious or contagious 
diseases and to take such steps as will 
tend to prevent the spread of. such diseases. 

It was:so provided that there shall be 
rules requiring heads of families in which 
contagious or infectious diseases occur 
to placard the room or house. 

A part of the amendment prohibits pub- 
lic funerals where the deceased died from an 
infectious disease. 

The penalty for failure to report a case 
was. fixed at not more than $100 fine or 
thirty days or both in the discretion of 
the recorder. 

This amendment to the ordinance was 
read a second time and passed. 

A communication from the board of health 
in reference to prohibiting exeavations 
in the city for sewers, pipes, water mains, 
street railways, etce., was referred to .the 
ordinance committee. 

The bonds of the city officers were fixed 
as last year with a few exceptions. The 
city clerk’s bond was reduced from $20,- 


000 to $10,000, as he handles no money 


at all. The comntroller’s bond was raised 


from $5,000 to $10,000. The tax receivers 


and assessors were required to give bond in 
the sum of $2,000.

Wheat ead Oats Better Than for Many 
Years Past—Cotton Considerably Off, 
Ko Says the Crop Report. 


Colonel] Bob Nesbitt, the commissioner 
of agriculture of Georgia, will send to the 
people of this section of the south this 
month one of the most interesting reports 
that has ever gone from the department 
since it was established. 

It is upon the actual facts and figures 
estimating the crops of Georgia for the 


year. 

Commissioner Nesbitt is always careful 
in getting out these tables of figures bear- 
ing upon the acreage, yield, etc., ef the 
varied crops of the state and has given the 
report this month special attention and 
care along this line. He has a great num- 
ber of trustworthy correspondents over 
the different counties of the state and by 
his system of hearing from them regularly 
and promptly he is enabled to get at the 
accurate estimates better than he has 
ever been before. 

There is qa most favorable showing for 
the grain crops of the state this year—bet- 
ter than has been experienced in Georgia 
for many a year. 

The average yield per acre of the wheat 
crop this year is ten and three-quarter bush- 
els. 

The average yield per acre for the oat 
crop is fourteen bushels. 

This is a very fine showing for the state, 
indeed. It is gaid by the farmers in their 
reports that the grain crop throughout 
the entire state was never better for many 
years gdéhe by. 

There is a decided falling off in the cot- 
ton and fruit crops, however, as shown 
by the report of the commissioner. 

This is due, Commissioner Nesbitt says, 
to the cool weather of June. It will be 
remembered that during the month of 
June there was a spell of very cool weath- 
er for that season of the year. This had 
the effect to cause the fruit to rot on the 
trees. It also had the effect to cause the 
cotton plant to be considered retarded in 
its growth. Cotton has suffered much. for 
the past month, the commissioner thinks. 
Indeed, he says the outlook is not at all 
encouraging to those farmers who planted 
most all of their lands in cotton, though 
it must be gaid that there were but few 
such farmers. 

Speaking of the cotton crop the commis- 
sioner says! 

“The outlook for a fair yield of this 
crop is anything but promising. Especially 
is this true in north and middle Georgia, 
where the crop igs from fifteen to twenty 
days late. 

“Considering the small increase in acre 
age, while it is difficult so early in the sea- 
son to-forectst the crop, yet with the 
lateness of this plant and liability of frost 
in the early fall the present outlook is 
that the yield in Georgia will not more 
than equal that of last year. In condition 
compared to this time last year the crop 
has fallen off 2 per cent and is 16 per 
cent below in average.”’ 

As to the Wheat Crop. 


With reference to the wheat crop the 
commissioner says: 

“The fact that the tabulated statement 
shows the average yield of this crop to be 
ten and one-fourth bushels per acre is d 
source of pleasure. For several years, 
and especially for the last two years, our 
farmers have been studying the causes of 
former failures, and by. better methods of 
cuitivation and fertilization are obtaining 
yields which, with fair market prices, will 
justify sowing on a much larger scale. We 
are anxious to encourage a sentiment in 
favor of this cereal, and, as we have re- 
peatedly stated, see no reason why the crop 
should not be made a means of diversifi- 
cation and in the more favorable locali- 
ties, @ money crop. 

Oats This Year. 


“The yield of fourteen bushels per acre 
for the state, as shown by correspon- 
dents, is above what we have supposed the 
crop would be, and, doubtless, exceeds the 
expectations of our farmers. This yield 
ig about four bushels in excess of the usual 
yield and is an evidence of an advance in 
methods.”’

A novel idea will be inaugurated this year 
which will be somewhat of a surprise to 
the boys.

This idea was taken 
up not to make the boys do work without 
reason, but to give them instruction in the 
duties of camp life, both drilling upon the 
field and performing other and quite as nec- 
essary duties incident to the soldier’s life. 

This year’s encampment will be no frolic 
by any means. Work, and plenty of it 
will be in store for those who attend. 

Captain Kenan will, however, spare no 
efforts to make the camp as comfortable 
as possible. The electric lights and water- 
works will be put in running order, and the 
general condition of Camp Northen will be 
looked after in every detail so far as health 
and comfort require. 

There have been made a good many 
changes in the grounds since the camp was 
vacated last year. The rifle range has been 
improved wonderfully, making it more 
safe and at the same time better adapted to 
its’ purpose. Tbe marker’s quarters have 
been changed, giving better facilities for 
judging the work done by the target shoot- 
ers.

While Colonel Buck will no longer oc- 
cupy a place in his office officially, he wi] 
probably reman in the custom house about 
ten days or a week in order to adjust his 
accounts. Hon: Sam Dunlap, of Gaines- 
ville, whose appointment to succeed Colonel 
Buck has beén so satisfactorily received, 
will arrive ig the city this morning and 
wend his way to his future place of bus- 
iness, 

There will be no especial ceremony, but 
ttrere will probably be a number of the new 
United States marshal’s friends on band 
to pledge him success in a glass of cold ice 
water. The bond of Hon. Sam Dunlap has 
been signed up and approved of in good 
form and there will be nothing to prevent 
him from being installed at once. He will 
undoubtedly make some changes in his office, 
but just what they are he has not given out. 
Sam and Chollie, who have become famous 
iu connection with the marshal’s ottice 
heretofore, will have to seek other haunts. 
Mr. O. E. Mitchell, however, will possibly 
prove such a good man that the rew mar- 
shal will find it to his decided advantage 
to keep with him a- man who is so well up 
in the routine of his office. 

There is very little to be said about the 
new marshal, as the fight for the marshal- 
ship and his victory over the other con- 
testants speak for themselves. He is a 
gentleman who is not only worthy of the 
honor bestowed upon him, but he is also en- 
tirely capable of administering his oftice. 
That he will prove a faithful incumbent can 
be said with safety if his previous good record 
is to be .taken as a basis. United States

Judge Gaston Returns to Gainesville. 


Judge J. B. Gaston, who for the past 
six months has filled the place of Judge 
Will Haight as United States commissioner 
here, gave up the oflice yesterday and today 
will return to his home jn Gainesville. 

Judge Haight left Atlanta for his health 
some time ago and Judge Gaston was or- 
dered to come to Atlanta and fill his place 
until he (Haight) resigned or again took 
charge. Judge Haight decided to move out 
west and, with that intention in view, a 
couple of weeks ago resigned. 

To succeed Judge Haight Mr. C. C. 
‘Haley, who has been for some time under 
commission, was designated by the district 
attorney to replace Judge Haight. During 
Judge Gaston’s stay in Atlanta there has 
been no one to attend to the Gainesville 
business and he will again take that in 
charge. 

While Judge Gaston has been acting for 
Judge Haight he has handled the largest 
eases that were ever before the United 
States commissioner here. The preliminary 
hearing in the Gate City bank cases were 
conducted before him and in them, as well 
as in all of his hearings, he has always im- 
pressed every one. with the close attention 
he paid to the witnesses and the impar- 
tial manner in which he made all his rul- 
ings. While here Judge Gaston disposed of 
over two hundred cases and, as he puts it, 
his stay was both pleasant and profitable. 
Five cases were disposed of yesterday by 
United States Commissioner Gaston. 

The gentleman who will sutceed Judge 
Gaston is Judge C. CC. Haley, who has 
been for some time connected with the 
office of the district attorney and who Is 
‘well versed in matters pertaining to the 
United States commissioner’s office. Dis- 
trict Attorney James would bave found it 
ery difficult to have selected a better man 

or the place. 7 
The Elevator Has Stopped. 

At 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon the cle- 
vator in the custem house stopped for the 
season and wil] not begin to move again 
until October, when -court will convene. 

C. C. Wimbish, the surveyor of customs, 
received a telegram yesterday from Wash- 
ington directing him to stop the elevator, 
and in order to make the matter doubly 
sure there was a letter on hand from the 
department. 

The reasons assigned for the stopping of 
the elevator are because of the fact that 
court is not in session and that there is not 
enough business going on to warrant the 
continued use of the steam-lift, and becausé 
the appropriation is short, and it might have 
been added on account of the general un- 
certainty which is prevailing at the present 
moment. 

As a result of this flank movement on the 
part of the government to cut down expen- 
ses the elevator man will take a vacation, 
and the officials are grumbling. The dis- 
trict attorney’s office was yesterday after- 
noon the center of a war clond. 

“But, remember,” said Colonel James, 
after agitating the atmosphere with an un- 
official opinion of the situation, “I am not 
kicking; still,”” he added, sorrowfully, “it'll 
soon be getting mighty hot to walk.

In the weather bureay office, which was 
reached after climbing four pairs of stairs, 
with two sub-divisions each, there was an 
air of distinct despair.
